HAT night was more than three thou- 
sand years ago, and nearly fifteen 
hundred years before Christ For 
two hundred and fifteen years the 
children of Israel had been dwellers in the land of 
Eg3rpL They had settled down, willingly at first, 
in Goshen. Separated from the people of Egypt, 
and engaged in tending their flocks and herds 
under the protection of Pharaoh who was Joseph's 
friend, they were free from hardship and care. 
But when other kings arose who knew not Joseph, 
there came a time of unjust bondage and cruel 
persecution ; and the cry of their grief went up in- 
to the ears of the God of Hosts. 

Then He raised up a deliverer for them, and 
Moses of the tribe of Levi, came forth and ap- 
pealed to King Pharaoh in their behalf, saying, 
" Thus saith the Lord God of the Hebrews : LetxxNJ^ 
people go, that they may serve laa.'''' "^^i^ "^^ 
heart ofPbarsLoh was hardened, ?cad\v.e ^cwJifi^^^'^ 
let the people go.

The children looked on wonderingly all that 
day, and questioned with themselves what all this 
should signify. Then they asked their parents, 
who replied as God had told them: " This is the 
sacrifice of the Lord's passover." They could not 
understand the answer then, for it was celebrated 
differently from any sacrifice which they had seen 
before, and it seemed strange to them that there 
should be preparations, too, as for a journey, in all 
the houses of the land of Goshen. When they 
asked where they were going, they were told that 
God had spoken by Moses, saying that the chil- 
dren of Israel should, on the day which would 
begin at sunset, go forth by their armies out of the 
land of Egypt on their way to Canaan. 

The children had heard the beautiful story uf 
Joseph who had been sold firom Canaan into Egypt 
by his brethren; and they knew how his old 
father Jacob, with all his house, had followed him 
down in the famine which came in the days of the 
§;ood king Pharaoh. They knew, too, how Jacob,

After seeing 
that it was indeed free from all blemish, he 
solemnly killed it, and then dipping a bunch of the 
hyssop in its blood, went to the door of the house, 
and sprinkled the blood upon each side-post 
Then he closed the door, and gave orders that no 
one should go out of the house any more that 
evening. 

The lamb was carefully prepared for the evening 
supper. It was not to be eaten raw, like some 
of the Egyptian sacrifices, neither was it to be 
boiled as were others. But it was roasted whole 
with fire, and the men and women who prepared 
it were charged to remember that no bone of it was 
to be broken* 

When the evening came on, the table was spread 
for that strange repast Unleavened bread was 
placed upon it, for God had forbidden that any 
leaven should be kept in the house; and there 
had been a search throughout each chamber lest 
a single morsel should remain undiscovered.

Egypt had been cut off. 

Perhaps, as they went forth before the morning 
light on that fifteenth day of the month Abib, and 
firom that city of Rameses which had been built by 
themselves and their fathers in their bitter days of 
thraldom, they remembered the story of the pro- 
cession of their fore&thers firom the land of Canaan 
— a little band of seventy souls, from whom so 
great a people had descended.

We read of grand celebrations of the 
by Solomon (2 Chron. viiL 13), Hez< 
Chron. xxx.)« and Tosiah (2. Chmn 
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if they should turn from following Him (Deut. 
xxviii 49). The Babylonians came upon them 
from afar — "a nation of fierce countenance, which 
did not regard the person of the old, nor show 
&your to the young" — and they carried the people 
of Israel away as captives to the far country of 
Assyria. Those seventy years of captivity were 
very sorrowful years to Israel As they sat by the 
river^s side, and hung their harps upon the willows, 
they thought on the old days when, in the beauti- 
ful temple which King Solomon had built, they 
came before the Lord with songs of praise and 
thanksgiving. Now Jerusalem and its temple 
were destroyed, and their enemies mocked them, 
saying, ** Sing us one of the songs of Zion." No, 
the Jews could not sing the Lord's song m u 
strange land ; and they lifted up their voices anc^ 
wept bitterly. 

But they were delivered from the captivity of 
Babylon, as their fathers had been from Egypt, 
though not with the same pomp and triumph. 
The king of Assyria was overthrown, and, under 
different leaders, all of the children of Israel who 
chose to do so returned to Judaea and rebuilt the 
temple. Then they once more kept the ancient 
feast of the passover (Ezra vi. 19), and it was con- 
tinued from year to year througWowt. \Jaiea ^eciera.- 
iions, until six hundred years ai^tet, Ocvfc ^fccoxA.

But secondly^ The passover was an anticipaivve 
type ; that is to say, it showed or figured forth, in 
all its observances, things that were to come. 

By the bondage of Pharaoh and Egypt into 
which the Israelites had been bom, was shown 
forth the slavery of Satan and sin under which 
we are all by nature enchained. 

Satan, as the prince of this fallen world (John 
xiv. 30, xvi. II), claims us as his slaves. As soon 
as we are bom, we go astray, speaking lies (Rom. 
iiL 10, &c.), and showing too plainly that we are 
bound by the fetters of sin which daily become 
faster and more enthralling. 

How are we to be delivered ? 

In four passages of Scripture wherein this bond- 
age is described, the means of our deliverance are 
pointed out : — 

"Jesus answered them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you. Whosoever committeth sin is the slave 

of sin If THE. Son shall make you free^ ye 

shall be free indeed " (John viii. 34, 36).

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The whole weight of the salvation of the world 
rests on that word sacrificed. In the old Jewish 
times, men were directed to bring animals — ^lambs, 
bullocks, kids, or doves — to the tabernacle or 
temple, there to be slain as sacrifices ; that is to 
say, they acknowledged their sins to be worthy of 
death, but brought these harmless animals to be 
slain instead of them, thus transferring their own 
punishment to them. 

Such a sacrifice was the Paschal Lamb, Neither 
it nor any other sacrifice could of itself h^ regarded 
as able to remove the guilt of sin by bearing God*s 
anger instead of the sinner. But it was ordained 
to typify or showforth a holy and s^oWts& SubstiltUe^ 
who should be chosen by God as the Victim to 
bear the punishment of all sin for those who would 
believe that He had died in their stead. The 
pious Jew who brought his sacrifice to be slaui 
well knew that the blood of bulls and of goats 
could not take away sin. But he looked on, on 
to the fulfilment of the promise made from the 
foundation of the world, and believed that the true 
Lamb of God who should appear would make 
an atonement for, or bear the punishment of the 
sins of, all mankind. So he offered up his lamb 
in that faith, and as a figure of Him that was to 
come.

But now is the l(yve of God made manifest; for 
while we were yet sinners, Christ died for, or in- 
stead o/us. God so loved the world that though, 
from the infinite holiness and justice of His own 
nature. He could not remit the sentence of death. 
He gave His own Son to bear our punishment in 
our stead, to die on the cross, that we who de- 
served death should go free, and that thus a full, 
perfect, and sufficient sacrifice for the sins of the 
whole world having been offered, all who believe 
in Him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

It was said by one who had found the peace of 
thus believing that Christ's death released us from 
the sentence of our sins, "That word instead saved 
my souL" If we thus believe that Christ our 
passover was sacrificed in our place, we \mder- 
stand, as from no other proofs, how great is the 
holiness of our God which would not allow Him to 
leave the smallest transgression of His law un- 
punished, how great the love which prompted Him 
to deliver up His only Son to bear the infinite 
punishment of our sin, so that, although we like

The bitter herbs might denote the 
repentance for past sin which 
must ever accompany a partici- 
pation in the sacrifice of Christ. 

These are the chief typical particulars of the passover 
to which we meet with reference in the New Testament, 
and diey are sufficient to prove its wondrous sic^ificancy. 
But many more points of resemblance might be discovered 
Thus : 'Ttit Paschal Lamb was chosen out four days before 
the sacrifice, and Christ entered into Jerusalem hjur days 
befwe His death. It was roasted with fire, and the 
wrath of God, like a consuming fire, fell upon the head 
of our Saviour in our place. The whole congregation of 
Israel were to put it to death (Exod. xii. 6), and so the 
"chief priests, and the rulers, and the people, were consent- 
ing to the death of Jesus (Li^e xxiiL z8}. The whole type 
is rich with spiritual signincancy.

iORE than fifteen hundred years had 
passed away, and the Feast of un- 
leavened bread had come round again. 
Throughout all the streets of Jerusalem 
there was a hurry and a thronging together of 
multitudes from every part of Judaea. In every 
house the rooms were being made ready for the 
reception of stranger guests; for, when the Pass- 
over was kept, each householder opened his cham- 
bers freely and hospitably to those who had no 
dwelling of their own in Jerusalem. 

Early in the day two men had come into the 
city to procure all that was needed for the feast 
They had received their orders for its preparation. 
Meeting a man bearing a pitcher of water, at a 
place which had been foretold to them, they ac- 
costed him with the simple words, " The Master 
saith unto thee. Where is the guest-chamber where 
I shall eat the Passover with my disciples ?" And 
immediately he showed them a lax^^t MY^tx xwsvsv^ 
ready furnished.

Who was it to whom alone of all the "v 
in Jerusalem the Paschal Lamb was n 
seeing that He Himself was perfectly si: 
out blemish, and without spot ? Who 
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hour of sorrow and humility! Hail gracious Sa- 
viour at this table where thou didst speak words 
such as never man spake, and where thou didst 
reveal love such as it hath not entered into the 
heart of man to conceive ! Hail mighty Monarch 
of Heaven and Earth, stooping to commune with 
sinful men of thy glory that shall be revealed. 
Hail loving Redeemer, who in this hour of travail 
didst not forget to send down the memorial of thy 
love, not only for those who were then given thee, 
but for all those who should believe on thee 
through their word I 

That was a sorrowful gathering round the pas- 
chal board. The Master's message, " My time is 
at hand," His former conversations respecting "the 
decease which He should accomplish at Jerusalem, ** 
His address to them as they sat down together, all 
confirmed their conviction, although they as yet 
understood not fully His sayings, that it was for the 
/oj/ time. 

The last time ! And how tenderly would they 
recall previous seasons of paschal communion with 
their Lord 1 His disciples well knew the story of 
that Passover of His childhood, at which the learned 
doctors of the Temple had been wonder-struck 
with the heavenly reasonings of that young reve- 
rent worshipper, who trod its courts viVOn. a. ?fc^^fc^^ 
propriety, and who declared the purpose oi^x^'^^Sfc 
in the strange announcement, "I must V^^ ^^'^ 
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ordinances of the Jews where they were in accord- 
ance with religion and virtue,* probably followed 
them out as He presided at the board.

day, and for this holy convoca- 
tion which Thou hast given us 
for joy and rejoicing.

The hands were then washed, and 
the table furnished with the 
Paschal Lamb, bitter herbs, two 
cakes of unleavened bread, re- 
mains of peace ofierings of the 
preceding day, and the cluuro- 
sheth or thick sauce, into which 
each person dipped the bitter 
herbs oefore partaking of them. 

After some furtner ceremonial ob- 
servances of little importance,

Then followed the ** Cu^of Bless-

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Wistfully must the disciples have looked on Him 
and on each other when these sad words were 
spoken. Even then they understood not perfectly

At 
every visit to Jerusalem during the three years of 
His ministry, a store of precious associations con- 
nected with those walks to and from Bethany 
must have been laid up in their memories. But 
more especially would those of the last week be 
engraven there. Only four days before, their 
hearts bad been gladdened as they took part in 
the triumphal procession of applauding throngs, 
whereby along this very road lYieit lx>T^\Mai^"^«^ 
accompanied.

Peter, James, John, and 
Andrew, looking towards one of the least distant 
slopes of the Mount of Olives whither they were 
now advancing, would silently remember that 
conversation wherein, as they gazed in His com- 
pany on the goodly stones and buildings of the 
Temple, He foretold the signs of the end and the 
coming destructions on Judaea, and the manifesta- 
tion of His future kingdom in prophetic language, 
at that time little understood. In the clear moon- 
light was possibly even now discernible the blighted 
fig-tree, withered on account of its barrenness by 
a word fix>m the Son of God ; while it might have 
been that the quivering branches of some neigh- 
bouring vine suggested in silent contrast the parable 
never to be forgotten, of the True Vine, in which 
except we abide, we cannot bring forth fruit.

His glory with the Father, which 
had been from everlasting, must be shared by 
them ; His joy must be fulfilled in them. To the 
sacred union of infinite love which united Him to 
the Father, they, too, His redeemed possession, 
must for His sake be admitted, *' that they also 
may be one in us." The "Father, I will," of 
Divinity, claimed for those whose human nature 
He had adopted that they should for ever be with 
Him hereafter ; while for their protection from the 
pollutions of the present evil world, from its dis- 
cord, its temptations, its unbelief, there went forth 
petitions, far-seeing, tender, and stretching on to 
the end of time, since therein, by that gracious in- 
clusive clause, were comprehended, not His dis- 
ciples only, but ** all who should believe on Him 
through their word."

It was not possible that that cu 
away from Him ; for had it not beei 
the dregs, no atonement would ha' 
for the sins of the world.

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He cries, " Was ever sorrow like unto my sorrow?" 
Let us be sure, especially, that no memories will 
draw us with such deep, lowly contrition to the 
table of the Lord, as will our reverent, loving re- 
membrance of His heart-subduing history "in the 
night in which He was betrayed." 

There was no rest for the Man of Sorrows in 
that night so joyfully celebrated in Israel. His 
betrayal by Judas, and all the circumstances which 
attended that betrayal in the garden; His desertion 
by all but one faithful follower, who remained with 
His Lord to the last; his conduct to Annas first, 
then to the palace of Caiaphas, where, throughout 
the midnight hours, not the mockings, and smit- 
ings, and scorn of the brutal soldiery — not the im- 
just forms of His examination — ^not the craft and 
enmity of the priests and scribes — but His three- 
fold denial by that disciple who had boasted of his 
fidelity unto death, called forth the look of sorrow 
which sent him forth to weep bitterly; — all these 
successive transactions demand our close, adoring 
contemplation. 

We are apt to pass briefly over the records of 
that solemn night, because they sound familiarly 
on our ears. Oh, rather let us often trace the

THE CROSS OF CHRIST. 

** By thine agony and bloody sweat ; by thy cross and 
passion; 

" By thy precious death and burial ; by thy glorious Resur* 
rection and Ascension ; and by the coming of the Holy 
Ghost, 

" Geod Lord, deliver us ' '* 
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" The Lord hath laid upon him the iniquities of us all.** 

ANY had risen before the sun on that 
next morning following the day of the 
Passover. It was early whispered 
abroad that He whose miracles had be- 
come famous through the length and breadth of 
Judaea, and who called himself Son of God and King 
of the Jews, had been seized in the night, conveyed 
to the house of the high priest and there examined, 
again examined, at early dawn, in the Sanhedrim 
or council of elders, and was now brought before 
the Roman governor, Pilate. 

"Early in the morning," after that long night 
of agony and watching, was Jesus led to the judg- 
ment hall ; and, as the sunshine of the spring 
day beamed more and more brightly through the 
streets of Jerusalem, the news spread with increas- 
ing rapidity, so that a multitude of people had 
already assembled to see what should follow. 

But Pilate could find no fault in that lowly pri- 
oner. Never had the judgmetil VvsXWif^!^ oraft. ^r 
lotless or so pure. To all His iaXst a.cc\NS«t^ V«. 
^ered nothing. The Kinsr oi \)\e ^^v«s, \5cvfe 
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But when still no answer to his questionings 
went forth from the lips of that divine Saviour, 
all the malice of a small mind was let forth upon 
him. "Herod, with his men of war, set him at 
nought, and mocked him, and arrayed him in a 
gorgeous robe, and sent him again unto Pilate." 
Thus two bad men became friends, and were 
united together in the bands of a common crime. 

Before Pontius Pilate the trial was renewed. 
Vainly did he try to persuade himself that he had 
no part in the condemnation of the Lord; vain 
were his washing of hands and protestations of 
innocence : " Crucified under Pontius Pilate " is 
the verdict handed down throughout the Churches, 
and repeated by every child from century to cen- 
tury. ** When he had scourged Jesus, he deli- 
vered him to be crucified." 

In the study of our Bibles let us dwell much 
upon the sad events of the morning of th6 Cruci- 
fixion-~on the mockings, and the scourgings, and 
the bitter revilings of those amongst whom the 
Lord's miracles of healing and love had been 
worked— on the crown of thorns, and the scarlet 
robe, and the shameful blows and spitting. And 
then let us turn back to an ancient prophecy, writ- 
ten nearly eight hundred years before, and read 
what was therein foretold concenCvci.^ ^"t S»^.\«^ 
Messiab : —

us and our children," He bade them weep, 
/Cep bitterly, not for Him, but for the tribulation 
which should come upon them — that tribulation 
over which He had himself so wept when, only a 
few short dajrs before, the fickle throng now crying 
** Crucify him ! We have no king but Caesar ! " 
had borne Him along in triumph with the shout, 
" Hosanna to the Son of David 1 " 

And as the procession still wound on by the 
path leading without the gate, the weary Saviour, 
fiunt with the long night-watchings, faint with the 
&st probably unbroken since the Paschal Supper, 
and weighed down by agony of body and soul, 
sank beneath the cross with which His enemies had 
loaded Hinu Then Simon of Cyrene, a passing 
wayfarer, was compelled to bear it in His stead to 
the place which is called Golgotha. 

On Mount Calvary, without the gate,* the 
Lord was crucified — ^the true Paschal Lamb was 
offered up — ^the full, perfect, and sufficient Sacrifice 
and Atonement was made for the sins of all the 
human race. 

" Well mieht the stin in darkness hide, 
And shut his glories in, 
When God, the mighty Maker, died 
For man the creature's sin."

IS are recorded for us in the histories of th

lether, with our Bibles in our hands, we occu

-*v,An our belief, we compare 
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phecy and t3rpe; there may be a thorough ac- 
quaintance with all critical information, valuable 
as throwing light upon the most important of 
all subjects, while yet the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ may be impressed as a fact of history upon 
our minds, and nothing more. 

It is when, with the burden of sin upon our 
soolsy we take our station like Mary at the foot 
of the cross, and contemplate and hold fast 
the sacrifice of the Lamb of God as that which 
was offered for us; it is when acknowledging, 
like the dying thie( that we should justly suffer 
all God's punishments for sin, we transfer those

And here there was an imderstood comparison 
in the hearts of these men between Christ and 
Moses, and an intimation that there was a supe- 
riority in the miracle which attested Moses' Divine 
commission to that of the loaves and fishes to 
which they imagined the Lord to allude ; inasmuch 
as the manna descended from heaven. 

Then burst forth from the lips of 6ur Saviour that 
wondrous exposition of the miracle of the manna, 
which proves it to have been what St Paul after- 
wards bids us consider it,* the outward and visible 
sign of the flesh of the Son of Man given for the 
life of the world, the " true Bread from heaven," 
shown forth to f^rin the Lord*s Supper. This, Christ 
even then offered and presented to all who heard, 
at the distance of fifteen hundred years from the 
oatward and antidpative ty^ «xv^ \^\oc^ "^^ 
ioftftotfon o{ the new and TetTOSi^c>aN^ ^Y^cS^^^

This is 
the bread which cometh down from heaven, that 
a man may eat thereof and not die. 

'* I am the living bread which came down from 
heaven ; if any man eat of this breads he shall live 
forever: and the bread that I will give is my flesh, 
which I will give for the life of the world. 

** Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and 
drink His bloody ye have no life in you. 

" Whoso eateth my fleshy zxAdrinketh my bloody 
hath eternal life, and I will raise him up at the 
last day. For my flesh is meat indeed, and my 
blood is drink indeed.

** If any man, .... by any just impediment, 
do not receive the sacrament of Christ's body and 
blood, the curate shall instruct him that if he do 
truly repent him of his sins, and steadfastly believe 
that Jesus Christ has suffered death upon the cross 
for hintj and shed His blood for his redemption, 
earnestly remembering the benefits he hath thereby, 
and giving him hearty thanksgiznng therefore, he 
doth eat and drink the body and blood of Christ pro- 
fitably to his soups health, although he do not receive 
the sacrament with his mouth,'*'* 

But there may be, and there is, too frequently, 
the outward partaking of the ordinance of the 
Lord's Supper without any real or spiritual 
participation in the food of Christ's Body and 
Blood. 

Of this St Paul wrote, i Cor. xL 29, when 
warning men against unworthy participation. The 
Corinthians had made the Lord's table a place of 
gluttony and drunkenness ; they had brought car- 
nal and sensual appetites to a holy ordinance, and 
were thus warned: — "Whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. 
.... He that eateth and drinketh unworthily, 
eateth and drinketh condemnation* to himself, not 
discerning the Lord's body. " Any cat^'fes& ot Y^<i-

In the same spirit is our tw( 
drawn up : — " The wicked and s 
Uvdy (or living) y&;/^, although tl: 
visibly press with their teeth the 
body and blood of Christ, yet in n 
takers of Christ : but rather to tl 
do eat and drink the sign or sac 
a thing." 

And to this effect, also, is tl 
Catechism, which tells us that ti 
living ^th are required of thos< 
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inward participation in Christ himself, and that 
thus our souls may feed on the true Manna there 
set forth to them ! 

Thirdly^ We must look upon this ordinance, not 
as a sign merely, but as another of the means of 
grace provided in the wilderness by the Lord of 
the Pilgrims. 

A believing approach to God through Christ 
is ever met by a loving drawing near of God 
to our souls. The Prodigal Son, when yet "a 
great way off," was met by his father. "Draw 
nigh unto God, and He will draw nigh unto 
you," is the exhortation of the apostle. And the 
reason is laid open to us by our Lord : — ** No 
man can come unto me except the Father which 
has sent me draw him." Whenever we really 
and in faith approach our Saviour, it is the result 
of His Holy Spirit's work within us. Therefore, 
as that Holy Spirit maketh intercession within us, 
so will He that searcheth the hearts, and knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit, ever listen and re- 
ply to His own voice within the hearts of His 
people. Such an approach is very specially that 
which we make at the table of the Lord ; when 
low at His feet, we tell Him that the burden of 
our sins is intolerable, and cling to His work of 
atonement as our only hope. Thete do ^^ Vksax 
him say, "Go in peace, thy svns ^ltg iox^^^ 
thee: thy faith hath saved thee."*' N^^ ^^^ "^^

Id thus meet in remembrance of Him is an- 
ir assurance to our souls that He will there 
imunicate to us of His grace. And further, 
; subject is enlarged upon by St Paul, where 
tells us that "the cup of blessing which we 
2ss is the communion" (or partaking uniting us 
Christ) ** of the blood of Christ, and the bread 
lich we break the commimion of the body of 
irist" (i Cor. x. i6), which verse forms a link 
a very close argument wherein the apostle 
' -^nt how, in the history of th 
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receiving ivhich they spiritually fed on His Body 
and Blood, and thus were joined to Him and He 
to them. 

And as every ordinance of Christ's appointing 
must be to the soul of all who rightly xeoeive it a 
channel of His grace, — ** a means whereby we re- 
ceive the same," — so likewise does the experience 
of each believing communicant testify to his hav- 
ing found the Lord's Supper to be such to his souL 
Truly does it sometimes seem that, kneeling in our 
lowliness and sin, we are permitted in the view 
of our Lord's all-sufficient sacrifice to have a fore- 
taste of the unclouded communion which shall be 
hereafter. Here we see our own guilt the deepest, 
but here we see His love in brightest hues. Here 
our hearts are melted as we behold His Body 
broken and Blood outpoured, here our faith 
strengthened, and our love fanned to a flame, and 
our hopes renewed by the assurance that the atone- 
ment was for usy and that He was made sin for 
us who knew no sin, that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him. Hither we come 
empty, but hence we return fulL ** He filleth the 
hungry with good things." He washes the stains 
from our soiled garments, and sends us forth 
cleansed in His blood; yea. He puts on us the 
best robe, and reminds us of t3ie uT\!&e2LT0c\a^c^&. 
riches of His grace, and bids "US t3amV. eveft.TvoN« 
of our betrothal to Him in righteousness, sca^ \Js\a^ 
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one another." The whole ordmance bidding us 
realize our unity with Christ reminds us further 
that "whether one member suffer, all the mem- 
bers suffer with it; or one member rejoice, all 
members rejoice with it." Never, perhaps, so 
forcibly as at the table of our Lord do His people 
realize the 'love which He would have them bear 
the one to the other, —

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A dim intimation of this everlasting covenant 
was permitted to light up the darkness and ruin 
of the earth even in the terrible hour of Adam's 
fall (Gen. iiL 15). 

More than 2000 years after, God admitted Israel 
into covenant with Himself^ when He took them 
by the hand to bring them up out of the land of 
Eg3rpt He gave them His law. He promised 
that if they kept it He would "love them, bless 
them, and multiply them ;** that he would scatter 
their enemies, keep them from harm, and bring 
them into the land of Canaan, where every happi- 
ness and blessing should descend upon them from 
on high. 

On their part the children of Israel said, " All 
that the Lord hath said will we do and be obe- 
dient" So they agreed to the covenant 

But the law was strict ; its commands entered 
into the thoughts and intents of the heart, and 
they were not like Adam sinless and innocent On 
the contrary, they were full of sin, and totally 
unable to perform their promise of obedience. 
Therefore the covenant was provided with an ap- 
pendage of sacrifices. And hereby was the great 
truth signified, that though the people must hSi 
in their portion of the covenant on account of their 
£Ulen nature, yet that the blood of the saLC\\&c<&^ 
should be upon tbem, pointing on to ^i^ie "Lass^i ^^ 
God whose death was to be " for Oie ied!e.TK^>a.o"^ 
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blood : and I have given it to you upon ti 
to make an atonement for your souls : for

When the children of Israel ** forsook th 
nant" in after years, and worshipped Ida 
also fulfilled His threatened wrath, and 1 
judgments upon them.

An earthly Canaan was the r^st promised by the 
Old Covenant ; the heavenly Canaan is the rest 
promised by the New.f 

Aaron was the I/igh Priest of the Old, but he 
required to offer sacrifices for his own sin, J ** for 
that he himself also was compassed with infirmity.*' 
Christ is the High Priest of the New ; holy, harm- 
less, imdefiled and separate from sinners, and 
made higher than the heavens." ** For the law 
maketh men priests which have infirmity ; but the 
word of the oath which was since the law maketh 
the Son who is consecrated for evermore. "|| 

The Old Covenant admitted the people to Goti ^

The law was written outwardly on tables of 
stone under the Old Covenant But under the New 
it is written not with ink, but with the Spirit of the 
living God ; ** not in tables of stone, but in fleshy 
tables of the heart, "t ** / will put my law in 
their inward parts, and write it in their hearts.^^X 

Under the Old Covenant, teachers were ordained 
to instruct in the knowledge of divine things. 
" Only take heed to thyself .... lest thou for- 
get the things which thine eyes have seen, .... 
but teach them thy sons and thy sons' sons : spe- 
cially the day that thou stoodest before the Lord 

in Horeb And the Lord commanded me 

at that time to teach you statutes and judgments 
that ye might do them in the land whither ye go 
over to possess it. "|| Levites taught in Judah, 
and had the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all the cities of 
Judah and taught the people. § But the Holy 
Spirit is the Teacher of the New Covenant. ** He 
will guide you into all truth." IT " He shall show 
you things to come." " He shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you." ** ** And (th\is\

" By whom also we have access by feith into this 
grace wherein we stand," "through sanctilication 
of the Spirit unto obedience and sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus ChrisL" 

Finally, The Old Covenant shmiied forth the

And all this was contained in the words of our 
Lord when, in the upper chamber at Jerusalem, 
He delivered at His last supper the cup of bless- 
ing to His disciples, — ** This is my blood of the 
New Covenant^ which is shed for many for the re- 
mission of sins.'*'* And to us to whom also that 
cup is given, it is the pledge of our participation 
in ** the covenant ordered in all things and sure." 
The ^*' remission of sins'*'* brings every other bless- 
ing in its train. " He who spared not His own 
Son, but freely delivered Him up for us all, how 
shall He not with Him also give us all things."

Who should come to the Table of the Lord? This 
is the question which now occturs to us after our 
consideration of the nature and privileges of the 
Lord's Supper. The answer is to be found in the 
terms of the invitation first given by the Master ot 
the feast, " Drink ye all of it" 

"AH** are invited to partake* who, feeling them- 
selves to be the chief of sinners, acknowledge that 
their only hope is in the Body broken and the 
Blood outpoured of the one Sacrifice on Calvary, 
and who to Christ alone look for salvation. To 
them the Saviour calls, '* Come, for all things are 
ready.** 

Come, if you would behold evidently set forth 
before you the preciousness of union with Christ, 
of taking part in His Body and Blood, of com- 
munion with His people, of future and perfected 
communion in glory. Come, if you "wovjl^^fc^^^

But many, who fain would accept t 
thus given to them, are afraid to do so. 
the privileges of the better covenant, 
need of the blood of the covenant, th« 
lize their share in its promises, but s^ 
from the sign, and seal, and pledge of 
•'• •"«.ie»c which they c 
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guise of humility. Too many who, feeling their 
lives and conduct to be inconsistent with the pro- 
fession made at the Lord's Table, take no trouble 
to examine into their state before God, put away 
the conviction that unless some change come to 
them they cannot be saved, and refuse to see that 
he who is not fit to appear there is not fit to die, 
will go on firom year to year satisfying themselves 
with this excuse, and even making themselves be- 
lieve that there is something commendable in its 
being urged. To such let but one word be ad- 
dressed. The Supper of the Lord is the showing 
forth of that Body and Blood of Christ by which 
alone cometh salvation. If you are content to

ikdr backslidingy I wUl love them freely,^^ are words 
still addressed for Christ's sake to the fellen yet 
penitent Christian. If thou dost see thy sin in all 
its blackness, oh, sorrowing backslider, though it 
seems to thee that thou art fallen beyond recovery, 
yet let it not take hold on thee so as that thou 
shalt not be able to look up. Look up from the 
pit whither thou art fallen to the cross of Cal- 
vary. The fountain opened there is still for thee. 
In deep humility, in penitent lowliness, cast thy- 
self at the Saviour's feet Seek not to hide one 
particle of thy guilt His grace can cover all thy 
sin. Draw nigh once more even to His Table. 
There see His Body broken. His Blood outpoured 
for thee, and let the thought of His love melt thy 
hard heart, and draw thee to His side once more, 
for " never needy sinner perished there." 

Thus have we considered the excuses of many 
who withdraw themselves from alletidaxvct ^\. >JQft.

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Supper is lightly thought of by thousands who pro- 
fess to build their hopes for eternity upon the great 
Sacrifice which it represents.

Further, none are invited who would bring any 
fancied goodness or merit of their own to plead be- 
fbre God, A respectable life, church attendance, 
good-heartedness (so called), a kindly disposition, 
these have nothing to do with our acceptance. 
He who imagines thus to have a right to the 
Lord's Supper is grossly, utterly deceived. A 
criminal would not be less a criminal for his 
being well dressed. We are guilty of death be- 
fore God, and this outward show of a righteous- 
ness which at its best is but filthy rags, cannot 
undo our sentence. 

" Nothing in my hand I bring, 
Simply to thy cross I cling." 

This alone is the language of the true communi- 
cant, " O Jesus, I am Thy sin ; Thou art my 
righteousness." The vessels must be empty which 
are brought to the fountain ; the soul emptied of 
self that is to be filled with the fulness of Christ.

The preparations of the heart are from the Lord.** 

FIND with regard to myself," wrote, 
in the last century, an eminent ser- 
vant of God, " that the benefit ot 
Prayers, Sacraments, and the means 
of grace bears exact proportion to the care I take 
to implore the influence and operation of the 
Spirit in them ; that when I am only a little con- 
cerned in asking of the Lord the inestimable com- 
fort of His help, my spiritual duties afford me little 
comfort in the exercise, and leave no lasting im- 
pressions. On the contrary, when I am impor- 
tunate with the Lord to put life and power in the 
ordinances, and to make me feel some correspond- 
ent affections, I am enabled to say, 'Truly our 
fellowship is with the Father, and with His Son 
Jesus Christ'"* 

In these words we have the true nature of prepa- 
ration for every spiritual exercise — the diligent seek- 
ing for the Holy Spirit's help t\iat m ^n^w^^-^-^-

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sight the heavens are not clean, as constitutmg a 
ground of acceptance, is a practical putting aside 
of One "who, by His full, perfect, and sufficient 
atonement for our sins, proclaimed Himself "M/ 
Way." 

Such a course of preparation, moreover, shows 
a complete ignorance of the very nature of the 
Lord's Supper, which is the outward representa- 
tion in a singularly touching and heart-warming 
manner of that which is the continual and daily 
practice of the believer — the spiritual feeding on 
the Body and Blood of Christ. This, as we have 
seen, he does habitually in private communion 
with his God. " Truly repenting him of his sins, 
and stead&stly believing that Jesus Christ hath 
suffered death upon the cross for him, and shed 
His blood for his redemption, and earnestly re- 
membering the benefits he hath thereby, and giv- 
ing him hearty thanks therefore, he doth eat and 
drink the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ 
profitably to his soul's health," though with no 
outward ceremonial. The transition from this 
habitual spiritual participation to a similar though 
more public communion accompanied, according 
to our Lord's command, by the outward memo- 
rials of His love, is no disconnected and extraor- 
dinary observance in the believer's vi^Jlk. \\.Ss» ^i. 
rendering visible of one of the "biddeivXcc^^ cS. ^^ 
habitual and daily life— the outv>ra.T^ ^ovnsv^^atCsx 
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that Holy Table a place for drunkenness and 
gluttony. Such conduct was sternly rebuked by 
the apostle, who exhorted all who would draw 
near to the sacred ordinance to examine them- 
selves, whether indeed they were so spiritually 
finding in Christ the food of their souls as to be 
able to discern behind the outward symbols ot 
bread and wine the precious signified Body of the 
Lord. 

And, therefore, our preparation for approach to 
the Lord's Table (especially if for the first time), 
is to be a serious, solemn, self-inquiry as to our 
own position before God — whether we are truly in 
Christy and Christ in us; whether we have trans- 
ferred our sins to Christ and obtained the pardon 
sealed with His blood ; whether, feeling ourselves 
to be poor and miserable, and blind, and naked, 
we are receiving from His hands the robe of His 
righteousness, are "accepted in the Beloved," and 
are beheld having " put on Christ" as holy and 
blameless, and to be admitted to the fiiU sunshine 
and bliss of the everlasting favour of the Eternal 
One. For such is the position of those who, hav- 
ing been crucified and buried with Christ — having, 
that is to say, so taken hold of Him as their Sub- 
stitute and Proxy, as to appropriate his death as 
being as truly for their sin as iC iVve^ Vv-sAl 'Cwwckr 
selves paid its penalty — ^have risen "mOa. "Slvcci, «sA 
sit in heavenly places by their ^eat "^.evt^^^"^^* 
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numbness of the soul, and yet life. The very ex- 
pression of the spirit and the flesh being in conflict 
denotes that the embers of spiritual life are still 
alive, and needing but the breath of the Holy 
Ghost to kindle them to a flame ; for where there is 
confUct there is life. 

A test of the existence of life is the power of 
s^ht A dead person cannot see. If then, though 
hardly having strength to walk a step in the path 
of holiness, thou canst yet behold in Jesus thy 
Saviour; if thou canst look unto Him, and discern 
in Him One altogether lovely, there is some life in 
thy souL ** He that seeth the Son, and believeth 
on Him, hath everlasting life.** 

The power of hearing is another proof of the 
existence of some vital strength. If the name of 
Jesus sounds, though but faintly, as music in thy 
ear, and the harmonies of the Gospel news are 
welcome strains to thee, there are yet stragglings 
of life within thee. 

Or if thy heart beat with any throbbings of love 
to Him who has so loved thee, and experience any 
kindling of emotion at the thought of His un- 
wearied tenderness and care, thou art not alto- 
gether dead or unquickened by His Spirit. 

But there must be a vigorous forth-putting of 
the hand of faith, that with no -ip^^svfc^ ^ws^^Nsv.

But, alas! through the remaining sinfulness of 
our nature, snch intercoucse is bat occasionally en- 
joyed. Our natural tastes lead us too often to 
prefer the ontward converse of ordinary society to 
the hidden coromnnion with God. Prayer is an 
eSbrt contrary to our nature, and the literature or 
6ctioa of this passing world has greater tempta- 
tions for OS than the hearen-sent revelations of 
(Sod's Word, Therefore does it require that we 
should earnestly seek for fresh suppUes of God's 
Holy Spirit, that the flame of spiritual life may be 
continnaLy fed and renewed in our souls; and 
solemn examination as to their condition should 
be our constant habit, that, feeling our sinful neg- 
ligence in taking hold of our privileges, we may be 
more diligent in the use of those means of grace 
which bring them home to our consideration. Let 
such examination, therefore, form a serious part of 
our preparation for the Lord's Supper. If rightly 
conducted — if, by the light of the Holy Spirit, and 
with the candle of His Word, we search iata \!ul 
hidden places of our heaitts, evea ftioa^ "Cmtj N*.

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terized the life of the Lord Jesus Christ. A man 
may be considered amiable, generous, kind, by 
others ; he may really possess, in a measure, the 
SfHrit of Christian love, and, in comparison with 
his neighbours, he may exhibit marked superiority; 
but when his life is held up to view before the 
light of God's word, his secret sins set in the light 
of God's countenance, he beholds himself in all his 
imperfection ; even as a dark cloth may seem good 
while lying on a table similarly covered, but when 
held up against the sun-light, appears moth-eaten 
and full of holes. A solemn, serious review of our 
failures in temper and humility is an important part 
of the self-examination desirable before our ap- 
proach to the Lord^s Table. It will, if sincere, 
lead us, as does every true process of self-examina- 
tion, to bring our transgressions in these points in 
deep humility before God Our failures m duty 
as parents or children, husbands or wives, brothers 
or sisters, masters or servants, teachers or scholars, 
will stand out before us in dark contrast with the 
pure and holy model held out to us in the Word of 
God; and we shall seek, by acknowledging our de- 
p)artures from the law of love to God and man, to 
testify our deep contrition for them, and, at the 
same time, in the blood of the everlasting cove- 
nant to find their only atonement.

C*0 many as intend tc be partakers of the holy Commtv 
•^ nion shall signify their names to the Curate, at least 
some time the day before. 

IT And ifanv of those be an open and notorious evil liver, 
or have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or 
deedy so that the Congregation be thereby offended; the 
Curate, having knowledge thereof shall call him and 
advertise him, that in any wise m presume not to come 
to the Lord*s Table,'^ until he hath openly declared him-
